(Br Aiioclatid F rn i) 
DETROIT, May 26.—Edsel Bry­ 
ant Ford, president of the Ford 
Motor company, died at 1:30 a. m. 
today. 
Death came to the 49-year-old 
president of the world’s greatest 
family-owned manufacturing enter­ 
prise at his 
home 
in 
suburban 
Grosse Fointe Shores, after an ill­ 
ness of many months standing that 
became critical 10 days ago. With 
him at his bedside were his wife, 
the former Eleanor Lowthian Clay, 
and three of their four children. 
His parents, Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Ford, were not present, but hur­ 
ried to the home immediately up­ 
on being advised of 
their 
son’s 
death, according to a member of 
the household. 
A statement issued by a mem­ 
ber of the Henry Ford hospital 
staff said “death was due to 
a 
condition which developed from a 
former stomach malady for which 
an operation was 
performed 
16 
months ago. Undulant fever was 
also present.” 
Edsel Ford, only son of the found­ 
er of the Ford company that grew 
frorn an initial paid-in investment 
of $28,000 to a world-wide organ­ 
ization for which Henry Ford once 
was reported to have refused $2,- 
000,000,000, had been ill for a long 
time, but Insisted upon “carrying 
on.’’ 
Couldn’t Spare Time 
“I can’t spare the time,” he ob­ 
served frequently when asked why 
he did not submit to medical 
treatment and surgery, if neces­ 
sary. 
Edsel, at the time of his death, 
was in the midst of one of hts com­ 
pany’s greatest efforts, an all-out 
production of war materials to help 
this country and its Allies in the 
war.

WABRINOTON, May 26—United 
States troops have wipad out the 
Japanese position in Chichagof val­ 
ley, one of three major areas held 
by the enemy on Attu island, the 
navy announced today, and were 
reported following up with a drive 
against a 
second 
main 
position 
around Chichagof harbor. 
Army heavy and medium bomb­ 
ers and fighter planeB supported the 
continuing assault, a navy com­ 
munique said. The planes bombed 
and strafed enemy positions in the 
Chichagof area and started fires. 
The Chichagof valley sector was 
cleared of enemy forces on Mon­ 
day. Although there was no report 
of enemy casualties, 
it 
was as- 
vumed here 
that 
the 
dwindling 
Japanese units on the bleak north 
Pacific isle had again lost heav­ 
ily and that those which survived 
the attack fell back upon Chicha­ 
gof harbor for a final stand with 
their comrades in the ridge over­ 
looking the narrow coastal plain. 
Since the Attu action disclosed 
today was accomplished Monday 
the communique left uncertain the 
military situation on the island at 
tills time. 
Split in Three Groups 
The navy had reported last Sat­ 
urday that as the battle for Attu 
entered its final phase the battered 
Japanese defense forces had been 
split into three groups. 
These groups included Chichagof 
harbor, at the northeastern tip of 
the island; Chichagof valley, which 
lies southward of the harbor and 
the north side of Lake Nicholas 
which lies still farther south and 
to the east of the valley. 
There was no apparent effect 
of the Monday victory directly on 
the Lake Nicholas enemy force ex­ 
cept that the United States troops 
released from fighting in the val­ 
ley might be diverted against the 
Lake Nicholas contingent to the 
extent that they were not needed , 
for the follow up assault on Chi- I 
chagof harbor. 
Loss of the auxiliary vessel, Ni­ 
agara, reported in the comm uni- 
oue, came without any casualties, 
according to reports received by the 
navy here, a spokesman said. The 
vessel was damaged by Japanese 
planes east of Cape Surville, San 
Christobal island. It was sunk later 
by United States forces.

WAR'S NATURAL HAZARD 
Floods In the Mississippi basin, doing heavy dam­ 
age to farm land and towns, are the resu lt of the 
persistent rains that have slowed u p planting to a 
dangerou s ex tent in the same area. 
Everything depends now on what kind of a su m­ 
mer and fall follow what mu st be set down as a 
spring shaded from u nfavorable to disastrou s. 
A 
bad su mmer and an early frost, or u nu su al rainfall 
in the fall wou ld be calamitou s. 
War's natu ral hazard is weather, the one factor 
men never can hope to control. 
Weather affects not 
only crops; It determines the beginning and the end 
of campaigns. 
It blows armadas off their cou rses. 
It traps Napoleons army retreating from Moscow 
and shrou ds the English channel in fog. Bu t chiefly 
down throu gh the years It has Influ enced the avail­ 
ability of food, to the ex tent that no nation, how­ 
ever strong otherwise, can be called fu lly prepared 
fpr a max imu m war effort u nless it has stored su f­ 
ficient food in advance to be reasonably secu re 
against at least one bad growing season. 
It is ho secret that the United States cou nted on 
more food available from the harvest of 1943 than 
can be realized u nder the hazard of u nfavorable 
spring weather. 
To the ex tent that the interna­ 
tional food conference at White Su lphu r Springs may 
be au thorized to consider this new war fact, its de­ 
liberations might be 
as important as the 
more 
pu blicized Washington conference on war strategy.

with the proteins of wool and silk. 
He was interested only on the 
chemical and indu strial aspects of 
the su bject, bu t some of his fellow 
workers su ggested that it might be 
u sefu l In the treatm ent of disease. 
Later Developments 
The new era in this development 
began In 1932 when Gerhard Do- 
magk. director of the Institu te of 
Ex perimental Pathology in the I. 
G. 
Farbenindu strie 
at 
Efterfeld, 
Germany, u sing a dye similar to 
su lfanilamide, which 
was 
named 
prontosll, fou nd that It wou ld pro­ 
tect mice against otherwise fatal 
doses of pu s germs (streptococci), 
he fou nd also that prontosll was 
harmless to the mice. 
French chemists took the dye. 
prontosll, which is a colloid (col­ 
loid is like the white of eggi and 
developed a crystalline su bstance 
from it, to which they gave the 
name 
su lfanilamide.

1936 
this dru g was made available for 
u se in clinics all over the world. 
It was soon fou nd that the most 
ex aggerated statem ents of the dis­ 
coverers were far short of the really 
powerfu l cu rative action of these 
su bstances in hu man beings in the 
presence of otherwise fatal infec­ 
tions.
